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' PARKS HIT BY ECONOMY: 


From the Bakersfield Californian comes 
this warning editorial, which we quote 
in part: ) 

The national parks will be crowded this 
year, as they have been crowded since the 
war each summer, but they will not be able 
to provide the tourists with the services 
and accomodations, which by all standards, 
they should be able. to do, 

Each year, although attendance in the 
national parks and forests has grown, and 
more and more citizens have been turning 
to these great areas for recreation, Con- 
gress has allowed less and less money to 
keep them upe 

The situation has grown more serious 
each year. It is difficult to convince 
eastern and middlewestern congressmen who 
form the dominant bioc on the House appro- 
priations comnittee, that the citizens 
who pay taxes and visit the parks and for- 
ests are entitled to something for their 
money 

Superintendent Carl Russell of Yosemite 
National Park, has described the situation 
there. The entire mattcr has been aggra- 
vated by the policy of cutting down on 
national park appropriations. For eight 
years deterioration has progressed, and 
little has been done toward repair and 
rehabilitation because of lack of funds, 

The situation is much the same in ail 
national parks, and visitors this year 
should not complain when they find their 
vacations somewhat marred by inadequate 
camping and sanitary facilities and de-, 
pleted educational material, They should 
not carry their voice to the director 
of the park and the employees thereof, 
They should let their congressmen now 
about ite’ The park service can?t do with 
out money, and the congressmen have been 
slow about allowing them this important 


park, 


THE MOUNTAIN 


The Mountain to most people in the SF 
Bay Chapter means. Mount Tamalpais, rather 
than any other nearby peak, and although 
it has suffered from a certain amount of 
development, it still retains much of its 
original charm as experienced by this 
writer over thirty years ago, . 

Business connected with the annual Moun- 
tain Play this past May gave me the oppor- 
tunity, after Play duties were over, of 
taking a saunter in the company of Jim 
Roof, Forester of the Tilden Regional 
Park, dovm to Laurel Dell by the regular 
trail, along the creek, inspecting enroute 
such wonders as a grand tiger lily stand 
which we have watched for years (but sel- 
dom have secn in flower, since the deer 
usually beat us to them.) ‘The dogwood, 
little past its peak bloom, was still 


a 


‘worth a special visit, and we marvelled 


all the way down at the dense growth of 
yew and Douglas fir which fringed the 
forest of the west flank of the canyon, 
Privately we were satisfied that this 
was still a part of Marin Municipal Water 
District, as that status seemed to assure 
the least danger of overdevelopment which 
sometimes occurs when a favorite wild 
region is officially established as a 


However, one wonders what the future 
will bring to this region which contains 

so much concentrated outdoor beauty and 
pleasant untouched recreational spots. It 
does seem its preservation is worth some 
special thought, but after our experience 
on some other local conservation movements, 
let!s make haste slowly--at least it has 
suffered little damage in the hands of 
the Marin limicipal Vater Districts; we 
are not even sure it could be safer in 
any other hands, Perhaps time alone will 
tell, .
